The M. Em. Grand Master of Knights Temp- 
lar of the United States, Sir Benjamin B. French, 
then delivered the following address. 

ADDRESS OP GRAND MASTER FRENCH. 

SIR KNIGHTS AND FELLOW CITIZENS: 

The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America has assembled in triennial meeting, to 
attend to snch duties as may devolve npon it, for the good, 
of Templar Masonry in the United States. Meet and proper 
is it that before entering npon those duties we should come 
into this holy temple, and pay our adorations to our God, 
and implore his blessing upon whatever we may do, and in 
that humility that becomes the creature, prostrate ourselves 
before our Creator, and pray that he will lead us in the ri^ht 
path, and endue us with the right spirit, so that what we may 
do may be to his glory and the good of all. 

The solemn services in which many of you have been en- 
gaged, and which all have witnessed, are those that were in 
ages long passed, inaugurated by pious Christian Knights, 
who took the field to do battle in behalf of the Christian Re- 
ligion, and to rescue, if possible, the holy sepulchre from the 
possession of the Infidel. Under banners similar to those 
which we set up before you this day, they became warriors 
and heroes, and they engaged in no earnest work until, as we 
have here to-day, they humbly confessed their sins, and asked 
the blessing of God upon their labors. 

We come here, my brethren and Mends, under circumstan- 
ces most peculiar. War in its most dreadful form has rav- 
aged a large portion of our fair land ; brother has drawn his 
sword against brother, and many of our fruitful fields have 
been soaked in human gore. The battle has been fought, the 
victory has been won, and the Union stands stronger than 
ever in the affections of nearly a whole people. Emerging

from this awful conflict, we, the first National organization! 
as I believe, that has met since the strife has passed, have 
assembled here, from the North and from the South, from the 
East and from the West, to do our endeavor to sow the seeds 
of concord, to re-establish the ties of brotherly affection, 
and to exhibit it to the world as evidence that discord can 
not long endnre among a great people determined to live 
under a free and popular government. 

Assembling under these circumstances, instead of pursuing 
our wonted course, and gathering quietly within the walls of 
our Asylum, we have thought proper that the nation should 
see a band of patriots and christians, from all parts of the 
Union, publicly acknowledging, as did the Templars of old, 
that the will of God is far stronger than the will of man, and 
expressing their earnest desire that henceforth there should 
exist in all our borders that peace and good will which our 
blessed Eedeemer so earnestly taught to his disciples. 

And we are here. We shall take sweet counsel together, 
and our business duly accomplished, we shall go to our homes, 
carrying with us that grateful appreciation of the kindness 
that has given us so warm a welcome, and the assurances to 
our distant friends that the influences of a patriotic people 
can be carried far and wide, and be so sown as to bear fruit 
an hundred fold. 

You can hardly conceive of the pleasure and the satisfac- 
tion that it gives me, who have been so long and so highly 
honored by my brethren, to look upon faces so familiar and 
yet which have been so long estranged ; to clasp hands be- 
tween which the troubles of the times have so long prevented 
a friendly and a brotherly grasp ; and to interchange words 
of cordial greeting with those noble hearts which, amid the 
whirlwind of treachery, beat firmly and truly in patriotic 
cadence to the music of the Union ! 

My fellow-soldiers of the cross, I give to you a cordial wel- 
come and I implore upon you a heavenly blessing. To all 
who are here assembled, I tender, in behalf of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States, our thanks for the counte- 
nance here given us, and for the general and cordial welcome 
we have here received. 

Our sojourn among you will be brief, but we hope and 
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trust it will be marked by such action, that its results will 
bear witness to our zeal in the noble cause of virtue and hu- 
manity, which we seek to advance, and that nothing will be 
done incompatible with that sacred foundation which we 
claim for our venerable Order as its chief corner stone — "The 
Christian Beligion and a practice of all the Christian virtues. 9 ' 

Services closed with Benediction. 
The procession reformed and marched to the 
Oapitol. 

The Gt. Encampment renewed its labors in the 
Grand Asylum.

It was ordered that all Sir Knights, members in 
good standing, of Oommanderies recognizing this 
Grand Encampment, properly vouched for, be ad- 
mitted, on application, as visitors to this Grand 
Convocation.

OFFICIAL REPORT OF GR. MASTER. 

The M. Em. Grand Master then read report, as 
follows : 
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GRAND MASTER'S ADDRESS. 

Sir Knights of the Grand Encampment of the United States: 

At our Triennial meeting, three years ago, in the city of 
New York, I closed my official address in the words following : 

" Let us bear constantly in mind that there are many Com- 
manderies, both Grand and Subordinate, which cannot, in 
consequence of our unhappy national difficulties, be repre- 
sented here ; and let our action be such that, after we shall 
have closed our labors, we may look back upon them with 
the reflection that we have done no one thing that can in the 
most remote manner operate to the prejudice of our Southern 
Fraters, or in any manner tend to prevent a most harmoni- 
ous and glorious reunion whenever it shall please God to 
restore peace and harmony to our now distracted country." 

It gives me the utmost satisfaction now to say, that my 
suggestion at that time was acted upon, and now, when we 
have reason to thank Almighty God that He has brought our 
Nation through all its troubles ; that having caused it to be 
baptised in blood, it comes forth regenerated, disenthralled, 
and ready, as we fondly believe, to march onward in harmony 
and peace, keeping time forever to that grand sentiment of 
one of our greatest statesmen, " Liberty and union, now and 
forever, one and inseperable," — that now, when all who have 
ever received a cordial welcome into the bosom of a broth- 
erhood whose grand characteristics are, "unsullied honor, 
unbounded zeal in a brother's cause, and universal benevo- 
lence," can come, without let or hindrance, and sincerely 
unite with us here, finding nothing on our record of the past 
of reproach or unkindness, and each can receive from the 
other a cordial and fraternal greeting. 

Thanks be to God that it is thus, and that, through all the 
dreadful struggle, the altar fires of Freemasonry have never 
been extinguished, but have thrown out their pure light on 
the pathway of all, without reference to their affinities to the 
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one side or the other. The universality and the unselfishness 
of the Mystic Brotherhood have never been more thoroughly 
illustrated than through the unhappy conflicts of the past 
four years. 

Once more are we permitted to meet in Triennial conclave. 
Once more doth hand clasp hand and heart leap to heart, as 
if some magnetic influence had drawn them together from 
different sections of the Union. May harmony mark all our 
doings, may kind feeling and fraternal affection make stronger 
the cords that bind us to one another, and when this meeting 
is ended may we all be able to say that great good has re- 
sulted from it. 

My first duty will be to give to the Grand Encampment 
an account of my official action during the past three years. 

Charters were issued to but two Subordinate Commanderies, 
at our last session, viz : Orleans Commandery, No. 3, at New 
Orleans, and Oregon Commandery, No. 1, at Oregon City, 
Oregon, both of which were duly constituted by proxies ap- 
pointed by me. 

On the 25th of January, 1864, I received a petition from 
the three chartered Commanderies in Louisiana, asking my 
warrant for forming and organizing a Grand Commandery in 
that State. The warrant was duly issued on that day, and 
the venerable Sir John Henry Holland was appointed my 
proxy to organize said Grand Commandery, and install the 
officers thereof, which he did in the City of New Orleans, on 
the 12th day of February, 1864, but before he had time to 
make his official return, the Eecording Angel had stricken 
his name from the roll of the living, and it devolved upon 
other hands to give me the information of the performance of 
the duty thus delegated. That Grand Commandery has gone 
prosperously onward, as its returns show, and I trust we may 
hereafter hail it as the great southern cross of our Templar 
constellation, ever bright and true as the one which sparkles 
in the heavens that are spread above it. 

On the 27th day of October, 1863, in accordance with an 
existing order of this Grand Encampment, and in conformity 
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with a request on the behalf of the three chartered Com- 
manderies in the State of Iowa, I issued my warrant for the 
formation of a Grand Commandery in that State, and Sir 
James E. Hartsock was appointed my proxy to organize said 
Grand Commandery, and install its officers, which he did, at 
the City of Des Moines, on the 6th day of June 1864. 

These are the only Grand Commanderies that have been 
added to our national organization during the past three years. 

Since our last Triennial meeting, I have issued dispensa- 
tions for the formation of the following Subordinate Com- 
manderies, viz: 

On the 13th day of January, 1863, for the formation of Co- 
lumbia Commandery, in the City of Washington.

It is presumed that all the Commanderies above; mentioned, 
except Damascus, at Keokuk, Iowa, will petition for charters 
at this meeting. A Grand Commandery having been formed 
in Iowa, since that dispensation was issued, that Commandery, 
if existing, should have already become a constituent of the 
Grand Commandery of that State. I observe, by the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Commandery, on the first day of its 
session, that a resolution was passed requesting this Grand 
Encampment to refund the fees received for the dispensation 
issued for the formation of the Commandery at Keokuk, and 
I respectfully recommend that it be done. 

The same incipient action that was required before issuing 
the dispensation for the formation of Oregon Commandery in 
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I860, was required before I could issue my dispensation for 
the formation of Mount Calvary Commandery at Omaha. 
There were only four known Templars in Nebraska, three of 
whom hailed from different Commanderies. I issued a prelim- 
inary dispensation to them, empowering any three of them, 
hailing from different Commanderies, to open a Commandery 
of Knights Templar at Omaha City, and to create a sufficient 
number of Knights Templar to form a constitutional petition ; 
which was done, and due return made to me, and the petition 
forwarded, upon which my dispensation was issued. 

On the 4th day of June, 1865, 1 received a statement from 
Sir Albert G. Mackey, Charleston, South Carolina, setting 
forth the fact that South Carolina Commandery No. 1, had held 
no meeting for the four years then past, in consequence of the 
dispersement of its officers and many of its members ; but 
that those who remain in Charleston were desirous of reviving 
the Commandery ; and he, therefore, as Past Eminent Com- 
mander, petitioned for a dispensation authorizing him to 
resuscitate said Commandery under its old charter. 

Believing that it would be greatly conducive to the interests 
of our Order to grant such a dispensation, and seeing no 
reason why it should not be done, in accordance with known 
precedents, I issued my dispensation to Sir Knight Mackey, 
Past Eminent Commander, as aforesaid, to revive said Com- 
mandery. 

No return has been received from Sir Knight Mackey, and 
it is unknown to me whether South Carolina Commandery is 
now in existence as a constitutional body. 

During the past three years I have attended, officially, 
many assemblages of Sir Knights of our Order, and have 
ever been received and entertained with all the respect and 
kindness which is due to the Grand Master of Knights Templar 
of the United States. 

On the 4th day of July, 1863, it was arranged that a gen- 
erous Sir Knight of Washington should present to Washington 
Commandery No. 1 two elegant banners — one the great ban- 
ner of our Order, the other the glorious banner of our country. 
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Columbia Commandery was invited to participate in the 
ceremonies, and, although holding my affiliation with Wash- 
ington Commandery, and, as a Knight thereof, bound to be 
present, I was specially invited as Grand Master to appear 
officially, which it afforded me great pleasure to do. 

The Commanderies were formed at their Asylum at an early 
hour, and marched in full numbers to the residence of the Sir 
Knight who made the present, in front of which they were 
drawn up, and, after appropriate religious services, the ban- 
ners were solemnly dedicated by our V. E. Grand Prelate, 
Rev. E. McMurdy, D.D., L.L.D.; the formal presentation was 
made, and eloquent and appropriate remarks were spoken ; 
the whole matter being most creditable to our Order. The 
two Commanderies then, by particular invitation, marched to 
the City Hall, and escorted the Mayor and Corporation of 
Washington to the President's grounds, where ceremonies 
appropriate to the day were performed, which were joined in 
by the President and his Cabinet. 

On the 9th of September, 1863, 1 visited Philadelphia, at 
the special request and invitation of a committee of St John's 
Commandery No. 4, for the purpose of advising with and in- 
structing them in relation to the attempt of that Commandery 
to secede from its lawful head, the Grand Commandery of 
Pennsylvania. I had a very satisfactory and most pleasant 
interview with the committee, and was highly gratified to 
learn that through my advice the difficulty was healed. 

On the 23d of June, 1864, I accompanied the two Com- 
manderies of Washington, and Baltimore Commandery, on a 
Fraternal visit to St. John's Commandery at Philadelphia. A 
committee of St. John's Commandery met us at Wilmington, 
Delaware, and the full Commandery at the depot in Philadel- 
phia; from whence we were escorted to the Masonic Hall, 
and greeted with an address of welcome from the venerable Sir 
Knight Doctor Ducachett. From that place we were escorted 
to the Continental Hotel, where we were all entertained 
in a manner most creditable to the Knights of Philadelphia. 
On the evening of the 23d and the morning of the 24th we 
2 
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visited the great Fair then in progress in Philadelphia, es- 
corted by St. John's Commandery, and on the evening of the 
24th, at the invitation of the Sir Knights of that Commandery, 
we partook with them at the Continental of one of the most 
magnificent banquets I ever saw spread. I mention this par- 
ticularly here, because, in my opinion, such visits of the 
Fraters to each other are conducive of the kindest and best 
feeling, and serve to unite the order in the strongest bonds 
of Fraternal affection. 

The three, Commanderies returned to their residences on 
the 25th, and every one was loud in praise of the manner in 
which their Philadelphia Fraters had received and entertained 
them. 

On the 11th of October, 1864, being on a visit to Haverhill, 
in Massachusetts, a committee of Haverhill Commandery 
waited upon me and gave me a pressing invitation to visit 
their Commandery on that evening, which I did, and Was 
very much pleased to find a full assemblage of Sir Knights, 
in full and perfect uniform, by whom I was received in a most 
appropriate and courtly manner. My engagements were such 
as to render my visit brief, but before I left a promise was 
drawn from me to visit their Commandery again on the suc- 
ceeding Tuesday, and, as Grand Master, install their officers, 
which I did, traveling nearly 150 miles to do so. One side of 
the ample hall of the Commandery was filled with the lady 
relatives of the Sir Knights. The installation ceremonies 
were full and most impressive, accompanied with prayer and 
singing. Addresses were delivered by Eminent Commander 
Chase and myself. After the ceremonies were over, and the 
Sir Knights had divested themselves of their regalia, an 
elegant collation was served, and eloquent and appropriate 
speeches were made by members of the Commandery and 
visiting Fraters from Boston, who honored the occasion with 
their presence. 

On the 14th of October, 1864, I had the pleasure to be 
present and participate in the ceremonies of laying the corner- 
stone of the Masonic Temple in Boston, an occasion which no 
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one, who had the good fortune to be present, will ever forget. 
If the honors with which your Grand Master was received 
and entertained by the Grand Body of Templars of Massa- 
chusetts and Bhode Island is to be taken as an indication of 
their affection for this Grand Encampment, then may we be 
sure that there is none more loyal in all this broad land. He 
was escorted from the E. E. Depot to the Hall, by Pilgrim 
Commandery of Lowell, and was there received by a Com- 
mittee of the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and 
Ehode Island, by whom he was introduced to that Grand 
Body, and received in the most flattering manner by Grand 
Master Gardner. After the procession was over, the high 
honor, and exceeding great pleasure, of reviewing 800 Tem- 
plars on Boston Common was afforded him. It was such a 
display of Christian knighthood as has rarely, if ever, been 
seen on the continent of America, and "the entire review was 
conducted with the order and military precision that would 
have done honor to veteran soldiers. 

On the 28th of October, I attended, by invitation, the an- 
nual meeting of the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts 
and Ehode Island, and installed the officers elect of that 
Grand Body. There, again, I was received with all the 
courtesy and kindness that could be bestowed upon the con- 
stitutional head of this illustrious Body. 

On the 27th of April last I visited Baltimore Commandery 
No. 2, at Baltimore, and conferred the Encampment orders, 
and installed the officers of that Commandery. 

These comprise all the official visits I have made during 
the past three years. 

I will now proceed to state such of my official decisions 
during the past three years as touch questions on which I 
have no knowledge that decisions have heretofore been made. 

I have been asked for my opinion on numerous questions, 
which have been heretofore settled, either by my predecessors 
or myself. These of course, I shall not again bring to your 
notice. 

In reply to a letter from a Sir Knight of Louisiana, in Nov. 
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1862, in which he propounded the question : " If a Sir Knight, 
not being a member, or belonging to any Encampment (Com- 
mandery) that holds its charter immediately from the Grand 
Encampment of the U. 8., is eligible to any office in the Grand 
Encampment of the TL 8., or, if elected, can he be legally 
installed as such?* 

I answered : " Under the provisions of onr Grand Consti- 
tution, he cannot. But being aware that your question 
applies to a Sir Knight who was recently elected to an office 
in the Grand Encampment, who at the time of his election 
was a member of Orleans Commandery, which, having been 
chartered previous to his election, he thereby became eligible 
to office, was rightfully elected, and is entitled to be installed." 

The following question was asked by a Grand Commander: 
" Has a State Grand Commandery the power of making as- 
sessments upon its subordinates in the form of edicts?" 

To which the following answer was given : "Article IV., 
Sec. 1, paragraph 4 of our Grand Constitution, authorizes 
State Grand Commanderies to require of subordinate Com- 
manderies 4 such proportions of the sums received by them 
for conferring the orders ; likewise such sums, in the form of 
annual dues from their respective members, as may be neces- 
sary for supporting the Grand Commandery? " 

Here is full and ample power given to a Grand Command- 
ery to "require" of subordinate Commanderies whatever may 
be found necessary to support the Grand Commandery. It 
may be argued that the Grand Encampment has specified the 
mcmner in which this shall be done. True ; but if the Grand 
Commandery has fixed the proportion of the sum for confer- 
ring the orders at $1 for each Knight created, and the annual 
dues at 50 cents for each member, and it so happens that no 
Knights are created, and so many of the members have either 
dimitted or died as to reduce the income of the Grand Com- 
mandery to one half of its annual necessities, what is to be 
done ? The Grand Encampment evidently intended that the 
Grand Commandery should be supported, and it must either 
resort to an assessment on its subordinates, or submit to the 
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disgrace of bankruptcy ! The subordinate Commanderies 
having formed the Grand Commandery, it is their duty to 
sustain it or dissolve it ; and if they desire to sustain it they 
must submit to an assessment for that purpose, if necessary. 

Mackey says : " Every Grand Lodge has the right to im- 
pose a tax on its subordinate Lodges." — Jurisprudence, page 
432. And on page 433, he says : " That the power to impose 
taxes is a prerogative of every sovereignty is a doctrine which 
it would be an act of supererogation to defend, for no political 
economist has ever doubted it." 

There can be no doubt that a Grand Commandery has the 
power to make the assessment. 

Upon being interrogated by the Em. Commander of a Com- 
mandery under dispensation, as to the powers of a Command- 
ery thus situated, I decided that a Commandery U. D. was 
placed, by our Grand Constitution, in the same position as a 
chartered Commandery, with these exceptions : that a Com- 
mandery XJ. D. is limited in its existence ; that it cannot 
elect its three first officers; and that it cannot be represented 
in the Grand Body from the presiding officer of which it has 
received its Dispensation. And I also decided that Templars, 
who have received the orders in a Commandery XJ. D., sustain 
the exact relation to that Commandery and to the great body 
of Templars, that those who have received the Orders in a 
chartered Commandery, sustain to the Commandery in which 
they were made, and to the great body of Templars. The 
mere conferring of the orders does not make the candidate 
a member of the body that confers them, but the signing of 
the by-laws does. These decisions will be found much elabo- 
rated on the 42d, 43d, 44th, 45th, 46th and 47th pages of the 
Grand Master's letter-book. 

To the question " whether it is proper to place in the By- 
Laws of a Commandery a requirement that an applicant for 
the order should be a Boyal and Select Master?" I replied 
thus : "lam very sure that my M. E. predecessor, Sir W. 
B. Hubbard, decided that question in the negative, but can- 
not find the decision. It has always been understood that

the only test to which a candidate should be snbjected is, 
that he is a Boyal Arch. Mason; and the certificate attached 
to the petition is always, so far as I have seen, that the ap- 
plicant is a Boyal Arch Mason (which is a requirement of 
our Grand Constitution). If we commence making innova- 
tions, there is no telling where we shall stop. If the Boyal 
and Select be required, we shall next have the A. and A. 
Bite, and so on. 

My opinion is decided that it would be an improper inno- 
vation in the By-Laws of any Commandery, to require that 
the candidate should be a Boyal and Select Master. L. Book, 
jp. 65. 

While upon this subject, it is proper that I should call the 
attention of this Grand Body to the fact that, long since I 
made the foregoing decision, the Grand Commandery of Con- 
necticut so amended their By-Laws as to require that every 
candidate within that jurisdiction should be a Boyal and 
Select Master. 

Now, as there are hundreds of Boyal Arch Masons, who 
have been made Knights Templar, who have never received 
the degrees of Boyal and Select Master, such a requirement 
by any Grand Commandery is equivalent to an edict debar- 
ring a certain class of Templars from visiting the Command- 
eries within its jurisdiction. Such could not have been the 
intention of the Grand Commandery of Connecticut, as it 
would be unjust; and I know the magnanimous Fraters who 
compose that Grand Body too well to believe that they would 
do injustice to any one. I hope this Grand Encampment 
will seriously consider whether it is not proper that some ac- 
tion should be taken in regard to this matter. 

A Grand Commander asks, whether a Grand Commandery 
has the right to confer the Orders upon a regular Boyal Arch 
Mason, who has never applied for the Orders to any subordi- 
nate Commandery, either with or without fee? 

The Constitution of the Grand Encampment of the U. S. 
provides that "no Commandery, Grand or subordinate, shall 
confer the Orders of Knighthood upon any one who is not a

regular Boyal Arch Mason." (Sec. n. Art. 4.) Here is a 
direct admission by the Grand Constitution that a Grand 
Commandery may confer the Orders. 

The 5th clause of Section 1 of the same Article provides, 
that "no subordinate Commandery shall confer the Orders 
of Knighthood for a less sum than twenty dollars." The in- 
ference is, that a Grand Commandery may act its own pleas* 
ure as to fees. 

One of Grand Master Hubbard's decisions is, that a Grand 
Commandery has the sole power to heal, and he follows it with 
the remark, ** But, as in the olden time, the Supreme Power, 
when assembled in Chapter, did not ordinarily confer the 
Order on applicants, the usage obtained of delegating this 
and other matters of importance to the subordinates." The 
inference being that the Supreme Power did, " in the olden 
time," on extraordinary occasions, and that, in later times, 
the Grand Bodies, having the sole power to heal, possess also 
the power to confer the Orders. 

I have no doubt that a Grand Commandery has the power 
to confer the Orders of Knighthood, and to do so with or 
without fees, as they may deem most expedient. It is, how- 
ever, a power which should be exercised with great caution, 
and only on extraordinary occasions. L. B. f p. 90. 

A Grand Commander asks whether it is absolutely neces- 
sary that every member of a Commandery who may be pres- 
ent, should vote on the admission of a candidate ? 

To which I answered that it was not; as, if it were, a 
single Knight could prevent the election of any candidate 
without using the black ball, as long as he pleased, as theie % 
is no way of forcing a member to vote. 

A conscientious reason for not voting would be that the 
member declining had not sufficient knowledge of the candi- 
date to vote for him, and knowing nothing against him, he 
could not vote to reject. L. B. f p. 93. 

Commanderies, having exclusive power to decide all ques- 
tions concerning membership, must decide all questions con- 
cerning petitions therefor by vote — such as whether or not 
a petition may be withdrawn, &c. L. B. f p. 94. 
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A Commander asks if there is any remedy where a mem- 
ber of the Commandery persists in casting a black ball? I 
answer, there is none known to me or to the Masonic laws 
and usages. The ballot must be secret and it must be sacred. 
It is a right that any member has, which cannot be ques- 
tioned or interfered with, to reject whomsoever he pleases, 
- and his motive cannot be questioned. L. B., p. 95. 

The Grand Commander of Kentucky asks : 44 Can Louis- 
ville Commandery confer the Orders of Knighthood on a so- 
journing Eoyal Arch Mason, residing in Alabama?" I will 
give my answer in full : 

44 It is well known to us all that a Grand Commandery has 
been formed in Alabama, and also that there are subordinate 
Commanderies in that State. Our Grand Constitution ex- 
pressly provides 4 that it shall be deemed irregular for any 
Commandery thus to confer the Orders on any sojourner 
whose settled place of residence is within any State, District 
or Territory in which there is a Commandery regularly at 
work, until the consent of the Commandery having terri- 
torial jurisdiction is first obtained,' &c. 

44 It is, therefore, clear that, without the consent of the 
nearest Commandery to the petitioner's place of residence in 
Alabama, or of the Grand Commandery of that State, Louis- 
ville Commandery cannot confer the Orders without subject- 
ing itself to the penalties prescribed by our Grand Constitu- 
tion. 

44 No power exists, either in the Grand Master or any 
Grand Commander, to dispense with any constitutional pro- 
vision, unless the Constitution itself authorizes it. 

44 It will not do for us to make the least difference in our 
action toward sister Commanderies, on account of the rebel- 
lion, until we find that they are violating the constitutions of 
our Order. When that is ascertained, it will be time enough 
for us to act as the emergency may seem to demand. But, 
by all means, let us keep ourselves in the right." L. B., p. 98. 

One of the most troublesome and unpleasant questions 
with which I have had to grapple during this term of my 
Grand Mastership, has recently arisen in Missouri. 
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The case, as it came to my knowledge early in June last, 
for the first time, was as follows : 

The Grand Commandery of Missouri was formed in 1860, 
consisting of four chartered Commanderies. It held its regu- 
lar annual meeting in May, 1861, according to its Constitu- 
tion, at which all four of the Commanderies were represented, 
and the regular business of the Grand Commandery trans- 
acted. 

No meeting was held in 1862, "in consequence," as the 
Grand Commander said, 44 of the continued troubles in the 
State." 

On the day fixed by the Constitution, in May, 1863, the 
regular annual meeting was held, at which three Command- 
eries were represented, and the annual business was duly 
transacted. 

In 1864, the regular annual meeting was again held on the 
day fixed by the Constitution, three Commanderies being 
represented, and official notice being given of the disorgan- 
ization of the other, Lexington, No. 3. 

TJp to this time everything seems to have progressed har- 
moniously and satisfactorily within that Grand Jurisdiction. 

The first intimation received by me that there was any 
difficulty among the Templars of Missouri, was by letters 
from Sir A. O'Sullivan, G. Recorder, and Sir Geo. Frank 
Gouley, dated at St. Louis, May 29th, 1865. By those letters 
I was informed that the annual meeting of the Grand Com- 
mandery had been held at St. Louis, commencing on the day 
fixed by the Grand Constitution. That the only chartered 
Commandery represented was St. Louis Commandery, and 
that Sir Joseph Foster, a Past Commander, and an honorary 
member of Weston Commandery, was present. Both Sir 
Knights CVSullivan and Gouley went into a full history of 
facts and circumstances, and desired my opinion whether the 
meeting was legal. 

I examined the subject with all the care that so grave a 
matter deserved, and took the advice of Sir A. T. C. Pierson, 
our V. B. G. Capt. Gen., and of that Eminent and learned 
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Sir Knight, Albert Mackey, both of whom happened to be 
with me at the time. And, in accordance with my own con- 
clusions, fully concurred in by those Sir Knights, I addressed 
a letter to Sir Knight O'Sullivan, from which I make the fol- 
lowing extracts: "Our Grand Constitution requires that 
three chartered Commanderies shall unite for the legal forma- 
tion of a Grand Gommandery ; but when once formed, the 
Constitution goes on to say, 4 A State Grand Commandery 
consists of the following members,' and then proceeds to 
enumerate exactly what its membership shall be. 

" Not a word is said as to a quorum, and the inference is, 
that a Grand Commandery can meet on a regular constituted 
day, and perform its legal functions, if there be present a 
regularly constitutional presiding officer, together with a 
majority of the constitutional officers and members. The 
representatives of Commanderies must act their own pleas- 
ure whether to attend or not. 

44 The presence of the officers of Excaliber Commandery, 
under dispensation, adds nothing to the legality of your 
meeting, inasmuch as a Commandery TJ. D. cannot take part, 
as such, in the proceedings of a Grand Commandery. They 
could, therefore, unless they were regular grand officers, or 
officers of some chartered Commandery, only stand in the 
relation of visitors. Tour own records will show the number 
of members entitled to seats in the Grand Commandery of 
Missouri, and the record of your meeting in May will show 
whether a majority of them were present If they were, in 
my opinion, your meeting was a regular and legal meeting, 
and all your acts valid. If a majority were not present, then 
it is my opinion that your meeting was not legal, and all 
your acts are void. In case you were without a majority, 
your proper course would have been to adjourn from day to 
day until a majority could be procured. 

44 A Grand Commandery, being a legislative body, must be 
somewhat governed by legislative custom ; and it is a rule 
of parliamentary law that, where a quorum is not definitely 
fixed by a proper power having control of the subject, it 
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takes a majority of all the members of the body to transact 
business." 

I received a letter from Sir Knight Gouley, for Sir A. 
O'Sullivan, who was sick, dated July 6th, 1865, stating the 
number of constitutional members of the Grand Commandery 
of Missouri at twenty-five, and sending a list of their names, 
and also a list of those in attendance at the annual meeting — 
showing eleven individuals, one of whom represented by 
proxy two persons, which would make twelve, and stating 
that there were fourteen votes cast. To that letter I replied, 
that 44 according to your statement, there can be no doubt as 
to the legality of your annual meeting of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Missouri." 

I soon after received a letter from Sir Knight Belt, dated 
July 14, accompanied by a full list of all persons whom, he 
said, were entitled to vote in the Grand Commandery of Mis- 
souri, showing thirty-two constitutional members. This list 
I carefully verified by comparing it with all the printed pro- 
ceedings then before me, and although a slight discrepancy 
appeared, in the fact that, in my opinion, one Knight counted 
by Sir Knight Belt had no right to be counted, another not 
counted by him, ought to have been counted, the number 
composing the Grand Commandery appeared to be thirty- 
two, and there not being seventeen present at the annual 
meeting in May, I came to the conclusion that the proceed- 
ings of that meeting must be held to be null and void. 

I so replied, at much length, to Sir Knight Belt, and im- 
mediately sent a copy of my letter to Sir A. O 'Sullivan. 

As soon as my letter reached Sir Knight O'Sullivan, he, 
being sick, referred it to Sir Knight Gouley, who proceeded 
to obtain direct evidence that three of the Knights embraced 
in the list sent me by Sir Knight Belt as legal members of the 
Grand Commandery of Missouri, were unaffiliated Templars 
— that two, so embraced, had permanently removed from the 
jurisdiction, and that one left St. Louis a number of years 
ago, before the Grand Commandery of Missouri was formed, 
and was supposed to be dead. He also sent evidence to 
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prove satisfactorily to me that there were fourteen members 
present at the Annual Meeting of the Grand Commandery, 
in May, which was a quorum. 

Under this state of things, I wrote Sir Knight Gouley that 
I should reconsider what I had before hypothetically decided, 
and not make a final decision regarding the subject until I 
had given the contestants an opportunity to come before me 
here on the 4th instant, and I sent a copy of my letter to Sir 
Knight Belt. 

On the 4th instant (yesterday) Sir Knight Belt, with Geo. 
W. Belt, Grand Commander of Western Commandery, Sir 
Joseph G. Grubb, of St Joseph's Commandery No. 4, Sir 
Knights O'Sullivan, Gouley, Aglar and Bosbyshell, of St. 
Louis Commandery, appeared before me in this city, and 
after a most pleasant, Knightly and harmonious interview, 
the question was happily settled without my intervention, 
and the Grand Commandery of Missouri stands upon our 
record, united, faithful and true, and it is constitutionally and 
ably represented in this Grand Encampment. ' 

A very unpleasant and troublesome difficulty arose, in the 
summer of 1863, among the members of Indivisible Friends 
Commandery No. 1, at New Orleans, which for a time threat- 
ened to destroy that old and respectable Commandery. After 
a very voluminous correspondence with the Eminent Com- 
mander and an old Past Commander of said Commandery, I 
finally appointed Sir Knight J. Q. A. Fellows as my proxy, 
to endeavor to settle the difficulty. He reported in July that 
he found it out of his power to do so. I then issued my edict 
on the 12th of August, 1863, in which I endeavored to state 
succinctly all the facts that had occurred to mar the harmony 
of the Commandery, and to state my conclusions thereupon. 
The difficulty, stated as briefly as possible, arose from a dis- 
affection of a portion of the Commandery with their Eminent 
Commander, Crane, for the following reasons : 

1st Because he attended the Triennial Meeting of the 
Grand Encampment, in 1862, without consulting Hie members 
of the Commandery. 
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2d. Because, by his order, the meetings of the Commandery 
were moved from one point in the city to another. 

3d. Because the Eminent Commander had announced that 
in consequence of the absence of many members from the 
city, that no election would be held on the day fixed by the 
By-Laws for the annual election. 

For these reasons the disaffected Sir Knights went so far 
as to call a meeting of the Commandery, at what they styled 
44 the old place," and with a copy of the charter before them, 
and in the absence of their Eminent Commander, they pro- 
ceeded to elect and install their officers, and to work in the 
several Orders, while, at the same time, the other portion of 
the Commandery, with the Eminent Commander and the 
charter present, were holding meetings in Masonic Hall, and 
creating Knights. 

At this point of their disunion I was called upon to inter- 
fere, and did as above stated. 

I fully sustained Commander Crane in attending the Trien- 
nial Meeting, it being his duty to do so without consulting 
any one, and pronounced the proceedings at the meetings 
held without the charter null and void. 

I directed Sir Knight Crane to cause every member of In- 
divisible Friends Commandery to be summoned to assemble 
at " the old place of meeting," at some fixed time, and to be 
there present himself, with the charter, organize his Com- 
mandery, and proceed to elect officers. 

And that those persons who had been created Knights 
Templar during the time when the Sir Knights were acting 
in two separate bodies might not suffer, they being ignorant 
as to which was the legitimate Commandery, I delared that 
all who were created in either assemblage should be recognized 
as regular Knights of our Order. 

And finally, in my edict I appealed to the Sir Knights of 
Indivisible Friends Commandery, one and all, to divest them- 
selves of all unkind feeling one to another, to meet in the 
sacfed Asylum as "indivisible friends" in deed as well as in 
name, and, casting from them all enmity, all ill-feeling, all 
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desire to accuse one another of wrong, and exercising that 
"charity which suffereth long and is kind," kneel together 
and renew their vows of affection and fidelity. 

My edict was transmitted to our Grand Eecorder, to be 
officially forwarded to Sir C. Preston Crane, and was so for- 
warded, but, through some inadvertance, was not received by 
him, and was returned through the dead letter office to our 
Grand Recorder on the 12th of December, 1863. 

In the meantime I received a letter on the 8th of November 
from Sir J. Q. A. Fellows, informing me that nothing had 
been received from me, and I immediately enclosed to him a 
copy of my edict, requesting that Sir Knight Crane would act 
upon the copy, if he had not received the original, which I 
presume he did, as in January, 1864, I received a regular 
petition from the three commanderies in Louisiana, signed by 
Sir C. P. Crane, as Past Commander, and J. H. Holland, as 
Commander, of Indivisible Friends Commandery, upon which 
I issued my warrant as before stated, and I hope and trust 
that harmony and kind feeling now prevail throughout that 
Grand Jurisdiction. 

All the papers relating to this case will be found in a 
bundle submitted herewith. 

It is well known to all the members of this Grand Encamp- 
ment that ever since the adoption of the constitution under 
which we are now acting, that many of the changes made 
from the constitution before in existence were unsatisfactory 
to some of the State Grand Bodies, and that two of them at 
least, and those among the most influential of the constituency 
of this Grand Encampment, declined to conform to some of 
the requirements of our present Grand Constitution, viz: 
The Grand Encampments of Massachusetts and Bhode Island 
and of Ohio. In the latter jurisdiction the question of con- 
* forming had been mooted with much apparent feeling on the 
one side and on the other, but both these most respectable 
Grand Bodies avowed themselves true to their allegiance to 
the Grand Encampment, and the difference seemed only to 
amount to matter of form. Since I assumed the exalted 
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position I now occupy, as all will bear me witness, I have 
done every thing that seemed to me possible to reconcile the 
existing difficulties, and my most ardent desire has been that 
when I surrendered my Grand Mastership, I should surrender 
it to one who could preside over a National Grand Body, in 
perfect harmony in all respects with each one of its wide- 
spread constituents. With this feeling uppermost in my 
heart, I received an official copy of a resolution passed by the 
Grand Encampment of Ohio, at its annual meeting in October, 
1863, from the Grand Eecorder of that body, in the following 
words : 

" Resolved, That a committee of three, of whom M. E. Grand 
Master Jarvis be one, be appointed, on the part of this Grand 
Encampment, and that a similar committee on the part of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States be suggested, 
charged with the duty of considering the points of disagree- 
ment between these bodies, and, so far as may be practicable, 
reconciling the same, said committee to report to their respec- 
tive bodies at their conclaves to be held in Columbus in the 
year 1865." 

This resolution, as the copy of the record accompanying it 
stated, was offered by Sir William B. Thrall, Past Grand 
Master, and was unanimously adopted. 

The committee consisted of Sir Kent Jarvis, Grand Mas- 
ter; Sir Wm. B. Thrall, P. G. Master; and Sir Heman Ely, 
Dep. G. Master. 

I hailed with great satisfaction this action of the Grand 
Encampment of Ohio, because it seemed to me to be the 
starting point for an amicable and Knightly adjustment of 
the existing difficulties, and on the 12th of December I ad- 
dressed a letter to our V. E. Grand Eecorder acknowledging 
the receipt of the resolution, in which I said : " I presume it 
was the intention of the resolution to invite me, as Grand 
Master of Knights Templar of the United States, to appoint 
a committee on the part of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, that it may act during the recess and be ready 
to report at the time specified. No one can be more anxious 
than I am that the disagreement in question should be recon- 
ciled, and having no doubt as to my power to appoint such a 
committee I shall do so." 
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I proceeded to appoint Sir John W. Simons, of New York ; 
Sir Solomon D. Bayless, of Indiana ; and Sir EzraL. Stevens, 
of the District of Columbia, the committee on the part of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States. 

The joint committee thus appointed, met in the City of 
Washington, on the 1st day of June, 1864, all the members 
being present, and proceeded, at once, to perform the high 
and important duties assigned to them. 

Their first action was to invite your Grand Master to par- 
ticipate in, and to preside over, their deliberations. 

They devoted two days, industriously, to the labor before 
them, and all their consultations were marked by a kindness, 
courtesy, and good feeling seldom witnessed in any meeting 
of the kind. 

Their deliberations resulted in the adoption, unanimously, 
of five resolutions, touching the subject on which they had 
assembled, and it is to be hoped that those resolutions will 
be considered here, and be made the basis of a settlement of 
all misunderstanding between this Grand Encampment and 
any of its Grand Constituencies. 

The proceedings of the joint committee were printed in 
full, and distributed throughout our Grand Jurisdiction, and 
since my arrival here 1 have placed many of them in the 
hands of members of this Grand Body. 

Having joined in the deliberations of the committee, and 
voted for the resolutions, I consider it my duty to urge earn- 
estly upon the Grand Encampment the appointing of a com- 
mittee, to which those proceedings shall be referred, with 
power to propose such action as will insure harmony in the 
future. 

And as the nomenclature adopted in our present Grand 
Constitution, does not meet the approbation of many of the 
Grand Bodies of the States, I also earnestly recommend that 
the special attention of the committee be directed to that sub- 
ject, and that they be instructed to consider the propriety of 
making such a change as shall better accord with other juris- 
dictions of the world, and be satisfactory to all. 
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And while on this grave subject of a change in our Consti- 
tution, I desire to call your attention to what seems to me a 
very important oversight, and which should at once be reme- 
died. 

The first section of the first article of our Constitution 
enacts that " The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
of the United States is thus constituted," and then goes on 
to specify, with great exactness, by whom it shall be constitu- 
ted; but not one word is said as to how many shall be present 
at a meeting to form a quorum for business. 

Fortunately, this question has never been raised, and the 
presumption has always been that a quorum was present. 

I have examined this subject with great care, and have 
been irresistably drawn to the conclusion that, as long as the 
Constitution is silent on the subject, it should require a ma- 
jority of all who are entitled by that instrument to vote to 
form a quorum. 

From the most reliable data within my reach I have made 
an enumeration of every person who has a right to vote in 
this Grand Body, which will accompany this report, and I 
think you will receive, with some surprise, the information, 
that one Grand Body within our jurisdiction has the right, 
were all the individuals present, to cast at least fourteen votes 
in this Grand Encampment ! 

I make no recommendation as to the specific formation of 
a quorum, although I have formed a decided opinion on the 
subject, which I shall have no hesitation in expressing to any 
committee who may desire it. 

I have observed, in passing over the printed proceedings 
of the several Grand Commanderies, that comments have 
been made upon the action of this Grand Encampment, at its 
last Triennial meeting by which an order was unanimously 
passed u That it be enjoined upon all State Grand Bodies, 
and Subordinate Commanderies under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Body, to use the Bitual, a copy of which is in the pos- 
session of the M. Em. Grand Master, being the same which is 
in use in the jurisdiction of Massachusetts, and that in con- 
3 
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ferring the Order of Knight of Malta it should be made as 
much a separate ceremonial as is observed in conferring the 
other Orders of Knighthood." 

The words 44 Knight of Malta " not being in our Constitu- 
tion, it is objected that the foregoing order is in contraven- 
tion of that instrument 

Let me, in the first place, call your attention to the fact, 
that the foregoing order does not authorize or direct the con- 
ferring of the Order of Malta in our Oommanderies. It takes 
it for granted that, what we all know is the actual fact, the 
Order of Malta is given in some shape, and only undertakes 
to direct that when it is given, it shall be given in a certain 
manner. This is all. The Constitution itself does not enact 
what orders shall be conferred in our Commanderies ; but, in 
a directory clause, it says : 44 The rule of succession, in con- 
ferring the Orders of Knighthood, shall be as follows: 1. 
Knight of the Red Cross ; 2. Knight Templar." 

In no other place in the Constitution are the orders to be 
conferred, in any way designated by name. 

Now, let me ask, is there a single Knight Templar, in this 
audience — is there one in the United States — who has not, 
either by explanation, or by the full work, been initiated into 
the mysteries of the Order of Malta or St. John of Jerusalem, 
as the same is supposed to have been conferred upon the 
ancient Knights of that Order? Not one, I will venture to 
say ; and there must be many here who have received the 
Orders of Knighthood since the present Constitution was 
adopted at Hartford, in 1856. Up to that time it is a well- 
known fact, that in the clause of the old constitutions, cor- 
responding with the one just quoted from the present, there 
was added — 44 3. Knight of Malta;" and the Committee on 
the Constitution reported that clause as it stood. 

I was then Grand Recorder, and state what I know to 
be the fact, and what I do not doubt will be well remem- 
bered by any of the Knights here present, who attended that 
meeting, although the record does not show it, that Sir Knight 
Mackey moved to strike out 44 3. Knight of Malta." That 
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he gave his reasons at length for his motion, and that he 
coupled with his motion a suggestion that, as it had always 
been the custom to create a candidate a Knight of Malta at 
the time he was created a Knight Templar, in future the 
candidate should be told that we had in our possession the 
manner in which the Order of Malta was given, which would 
now be explained. 

These are the facts. And it was then fully understood that 
all subordinate Oommanderies should explain to the newly- 
created Templar the Order of Malta, just as fully as it was 
done before the words " Knight of Malta" were struck from 
the amended Constitution. And thvs has it been done, as 
every Templar here can attest. And why blame has sought 
to be cast on the Grand Encampment, for its mere directory 
action of 1862, is to me a mystery. 

The joint Committee which met in June, have made a defi- 
nite recommendation on the subject, which I hope will be 
adopted and become a part of our Constitution, with only 
the change of transposing the Order, so that it shall stand : 
" Knight of the Eed Cross ; Knight of Malta ; Knight Tem- 
plar." For it has always been incomprehensible to me why 
the Order of the Temple should be placed so as to appear 
subordinate to that of Malta, when in fact it is not so. 

There are now, within the jurisdiction of this M. E. Grand 
Encampment, twenty-four State Grand Commanderies. The 
printed proceedings of eighteen of them, for the past two 
years, have been carefully examined by me. They present a 
mass of Templar information of which we may well be proud. 
The addresses of the Grand Commanders are, generally, con- 
ceived in that spirit of kindness, brotherly love, and true 
Christianity, which does them honor, and the reports of the 
several committees on Foreign Correspondence, evince great 
industry, and often eminent ability, in their authors. In that 
connection, this Grand Encampment stands, like some valiant 
Knight of the olden time, who, with lion heart, faced the 
brunt of the battle, while his friends, rallying about him, 
wielded their battle-axes, and couched their lances in his 
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defense, as his enemies were striving to overthrow him. 
Proud in his might, conscious of his strength, he stood un- 
harmed, amid the fierce encounter, and victory perched upon 
his banners. 

Tour Grand Master has come in for his share of the oblo- 
quy that has been cast on this Grand Body. But, with a 
conscience void of offense, and with the belief that he has 
done his entire duty, with an eye single not only to the pros- 
perity of this Grand Encampment, but to the great body of 
Templar Masonry in the United States, he has not suffered 
his equanimity to be disturbed in the least ; endeavoring, in 
all things, to live up to that sublime requirement of our 
Divine Master — " Love your enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, and pray for them which 
despiteftdly use you and persecute you." 

Every Templar has a right to his own opinion, and has a 
right to express it freely, and if he happen to differ with me, 
is that any reason why our hands should not meet each other 
in Fraternal grasp, and our hearts mingle in Masonic and 
social intercourse ? No, no, no ! I shall, I trust, never be 
found subscribing to any such unchristian, unknightly and 
unmasonic heresy as that ; but, adopting the never-to-be-for- 
gotten sentiment of our noble and martyred President— 
" With malice toward none ; with charity for all ; with firm- 
ness in the right, as God gives us to see the right, let us 
strive on to finish the work we are in," I shall feel, when 
my 

" summons comes to join 

The innumerable caravan, that moves 

To that mysterious realm, where each shall take 

His chamber in the silent halls of death" — 

no reproaches of conscience, and no fear to meet my God ! 

The printed proceedings which I have thus examined, are 
those of the Grand Commanderies of California, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Missouri, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Vermont, and Wisconsin, 
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wherein are represented one hundred and ninety Subordi- 
nates. Added to these there are — or ought to be — six Grand 
Commanderies, from which we have received no official infor- 
mation for the three past years, viz.: Alabama, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 

There are now only four chartered Commaderies directly 
under our Grand jurisdiction, but there are seven XT. D. who 
will doubtless apply for charters during this meeting. 

Prosperity, beyond anything for which we could have 
hoped three years ago, has marked the progress of our Order, 
and now that peace has returned to bless our land, nothing 
can be more bright and cheering than the prospects that are 
before us. 

The financial condition of this Grand Body is flattering — 
much more so than could have been expected. The reports 
of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Eecorder will present to 
you the details. Notwithstanding all the expenditures inci- 
dent to the three years past, our Treasury contains consid- 
erably more funds than it did at the commencement of this 
triennial term. 

All my official correspondence is herewith submitted, and 
an examination of it will show that I have been by no means 
idle in my attention to the duties of this high office. I cer- 
tainly have labored faithfully, and I hope and trust my 
labors have not been without beneficial results. 

At the last meeting of this Grand Encampment, I re- 
ported a balance remaining in my hands, of the Grand Mas- 
ter's contingent fund, of $169.41. Of that sum I have ex- 
pended during the past three years $150.75, leaving a balance 
in my hands of $18.66. My detailed account is herewith 
submitted. 

In looking through the printed proceedings of the several 
Grand Commanderies, I could not but observe the melan- 
choly record, contained in almost every one, of departed 
Fraters. The great destroyer, against whose powerful 
weapons no armor is proof, has been busy with our ranks, 
and the evidences shown in many of the proceedings, of page 
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after page of 44 Becord Monuments," bear evidence that good, 
and worthy, and honored men have been swept from amongst 
us. Many, very many, who have thus been taken away, have 
fallen in the battle, bravely fighting for the liberties of their 
country. God bless their memories. Of those who have 
been taken away, I know of but two past Grand officers of 
this Grand Encampment. 

Sir Edward Asa Baymond, so long our faithful Grand 
Treasurer, died suddenly at his residence in Brookline, Mas- 
sachusetts, on the first day of August, 1864, at the ripe age 
of 73 years. Sir Knight Baymond was a man of note in our 
Order. He devoted more than forty years to the service of 
Freemasonry, during which he held the office of Grand Mas- 
ter of Masons of Massachusetts ; of Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment of that State ; of Grand High Priest of 
the Grand Chapter ; of Grand Master of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the Scottish Bite for the Northern Jurisdiction of the 
U. S.; and of Grand Treasurer of this Grand Body, and also 
of the General Grand Chapter of the U. S. In all these 
offices, it is believed, he performed all his duties honestly 
and faithfully. 

Sir Knight Henry C. Lawrence, Past Grand Senior Warden 
of this Grand Encampment, was taken suddenly away from 
earth on the 20th day of December, 1862. On the 9th day 
of that month, in attempting to leap from a railroad car 
while in rapid motion, he was so severely injured as to die on 
the day above mentioned. He was in the very prime of his 
manhood, and in the midst of his usefulness. He was the 
first Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of In- 
diana, and was Grand Senior Warden of this Grand En- 
campment from 1856 to 1859. In all the relations of life he 
was respected and honored, and the notices and eulogies 
which followed his decease, bear witness how much he was 
beloved. 

Although the venerable and beloved Sir John Henry Hol- 
land, of New Orleans, was not an officer or past officer of 
this Grand Body, he was, for a great number of years, a 
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bright and shining light in the Masonic candlestick. He 
died in the city gf New Orleans on the 29th day of March, 
1864, aged 78. He was a native of Connecticut, but for 
many years made New Orleans his home, where he presided 
with honor and dignity over Indivisible Friends Command- 
ery, and was, at the time of his death, its Eminent Com- 
mander. The last Templar duty he ever performed in public 
was to constitute the Grand Commandery of Louisiana and 
install its officers, acting therein as my proxy. A short time 
after he had performed that duty he passed away, full of 
years and full of honors. 

The place of one of our present Grand officers is vacant. 
Our Grand Sword Bearer, Sir James Stirrat, will never again 
answer to the roll call in this world. On the first day of 
November last he was suddenly called from this earthly tem- 
ple to join the departed hosts. No more worthy Sir Knight 
ever girded his sword upon his thigh ; no more honest, hon- 
orable, charitable, pure-hearted, hospitable man ever lived 
than James Stirrat; and his loss to us all, and especially to 
his almost adoring family, can not be replaced. He was con- 
stant and energetic in the performance of all his duties as a 
Mason and as a man ; and the manner in which his decease 
has been noticed in the jurisdiction of Maryland, where he 
resided, bears witness of his fidelity to every duty, and to 
the love which was borne toward him by all who knew him. 

I respectfully recommend that such measures be taken by 
this Grand Body as may be deemed best, to show proper and 
Knightly respect to the memories of these well-beloved and 
eminent Fraters. 

And as I cast my eyes over this noble gathering together 
of true men, assembled here to-day, filled with zeal and en- 
thusiasm for the great cause of Templarism, I have stronger 
and brighter hopes for the stability of the Order than I have 
ever before felt. The North and the South, the East and the 
West, are all here, united by one common bond ; entire or- 
ganizations have traveled hundreds of miles to gladden us 
with their presence, and exhibit to us their appreciation of 
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the great Brotherhood under whose sacred banners they have 
enrolled themselves. Oh, that every heart here may beat 
true to the impulses of affection that have brought us to- 
gether ; and may God bless our meeting, and cause whatever 
we may do to be so done as to redound, through all future 
time, to the glory of our blessed Bedeemer. 

E. Em. Dep. Gr. Master, Sir David S. Good- 
loe, reported verbally, that since last Grand Con- 
vocation, he had performed no official act. 

The V. Em. Gr. Geno., and the V. Em. Gr. 
Oapt. Genl., each stated that they had not been 
called upon for any official service. 

This communication of the M. Em. Gr. Master, 
his correspondence, decisions and accompanying 
papers, were referred to the Standing Committee 
on the Doings of the Grand Officers.

PROPOSED DEVOTIONAL SERVICE. 

Prior to reports from the several committees, 
new business was presented, as follows : 

Sir Robert McMurdy, V. E. Grand Prelate, 
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from a select committee appointed at last Grand 
Convocation, submitted report relative to the De- 
votional Templar Service, as used at the Congre- 
gational Church, and which is printed in Appen- 
dix: 

The committee appointed, at the Fifteenth Triennial Ses- 
sion, under the following resolution : 

Resolved, That a committee of three Sir Knights be appointed to pre- 
pare and present a suitable devotional service for the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, which the committee shall report on the first day 
of the next triennial meeting of this Grand Encampment, 

Beg leave to report, that they have carefully performed 
the duty assigned. They have not only consulted the living 
experts in ritualism, but they have gone to the fountains of 
liturgical literature of the ancient churches — Hebrew, Greek 
and Latin. They have studied the services used in Templar 
days and by the Templars themselves. They have also not 
slighted the numerous works on Liturgies of the last three 
hundred years, and those of a late date. They mention here 
a few, to show the spirit of the committee : Prayers for Pub- 
lic Worship, by Eobt. Lee, D. D., Edinburgh; Forms of 
Prayer for Presbyterian Chapel, Bury, Eng.; Liturgy at 
Upper Brook Street Chapel, Manchester, Eng. ; Book of 
Prayer for Protestant Christians, London ; Hints and Sug- 
gestions on a Eevision of the Liturgy, by Davis, Oxford, 
Eng. ; Jeremy Taylor's Holy Living and Dying ; Book of 
Common Prayer, 1549, and the revisions of 1552, 1559, 1604, 
1637 and 1662 ; Common Prayer for Christian Worship, Lon- 
don ; Service Book for Public Worship, Cambridge ; Christian 
Worship, order of Vespers, by Miller ; Dutch Eeformed Lit- 
urgy; Liturgy of King's Chapel, Boston; Liturgy of St. 
James ; Manual of Devotion, by Forman ; Service Book of 
the Church of the Disciples ; Service Book of the Church of 
the Messiah; St. Vincent's Manual; Visitation Manual; 
Bon Mors; Way of the Cross; Presbyterian Liturgies ; Lit- 
urgy of the German Eeformed Church ; Liturgies of the Con- 
tinental Churches; Book of Daily Prayers for German and 
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Polish Jews, and other Jewish Prayer Books ; Missale Ro- 
manum, ex. dec.; Liturgy of the New Church; Liturgia 
Anglicana, 1744; Hist. Prayer Book, London; Origines 
Liturgicae; "Uses," York, Sarum, Hereford, Bangor, Lin- 
coln, Aberdeen ; The Three Primers ; Missal Pius Y. ; Brog- 
den on Liturgy and Rituals, London ; Soldiers and Sailors' 
Manual, Presbyterian; Religious Ceremonies of all Nations, 
London, 1821; Mass and Rubrics, R. C. C. (Colter); Old 
Liturgies Accessible; Con. Celsum, Origen ; Ceremonies of 
the Cath. Ch. (England) ; Godwin's Rites of the Ancient 
Hebrews, London ; Hardy's Eastern Monachism, London ; 
Deane's Ser. Worship, London ; Rel. Cust., Burder, London; 
Mahavanse; Liturgiae Britannicae, Keeling, London; Alli- 
ance of Divine Offices ; Monumenta Ritualio, Ecc. Aug. 

This service consists of Psalms that were chanted in the 
Temple and by our brethren from their earliest organization 
to the present. The book of Psalms was, indeed, the stand- 
ard liturgy and the grand magazine of devotion for the Tem- 
plars as for the Church in all ages and countries. 

The exhortation and confession and prayers are traditions 
from the East. 

The Lord's Prayer, the Apostles' Creed and the Ten Com- 
mandments, (teaching the mode of petition to God, the Chris- 
tian faith and the moral code) were used by Templars, when- 
ever assembled. 

The General Confession, the Lord's Prayer, the Apostles' 
Creed, and the Gloria in Excelsis were always said in con- 
cert, and the Psalter, the Gloria Patri, the Beatitudes, the 
Te Deum, Deus Misereatur, and the Litany responsively. 

When addressed, engaged in songs of praise, repeating the 
creed, or declaring the faith of the Gospel, the Templars 
stood. 

The special prayer as recited in the dungeons, in the times 
of their persecution, show the faith of the Templars of this 
period, and is a sufficient reply to the charge of their enemies. 

In the prayers, under the caption of " The annunciation of 
the Blessed Mary," of "Eucharistie Litany," and "Com- 
memorative of the Departed," these are plainly set forth not 
only the Templar sentiment and expression of past ages, but 
the sentiment and feeling of the Christian world. 
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Hierusalem (Jerusalem) as it was first used, by the Angli- 
can Templars, and a most perfect translation of the original 
Latin hymn, and now sanctified by present universal Chris- 
tendom, the Stabat Mater and Shout the Glad Tidings are 
deemed appropriate hymns. 

This service is not doctrinal, nor polemical, but devotional. 
All sectarian vehemence and controversial agitation is avoided. 
It is expressed in language so consecrated by long and ven- 
erable usage, that it seems to be the breathing of our com- 
mon humanity and Christianity. It has a peculiar sacred- 
ness as having served to clothe the homage and desires of 
devout men and Templars, who have long passed from this 
world, and some of them from the dungeons of the Papacy 
to the New Jerusalem above. 

The committee beg leave, in conclusion, to submit the ser- 
vice.

The question being on adopting the Service, 
Sir Ohables A. Puller, of Tenn., moved, that 

for the present, it lay on the table; which was 

agreed to.

report on templar jurisprudence. 

Sir Henry L. Palmer, of Wisconsin, from a 
standing committee, submitted report, the recom- 
mendations of which were approved, as follows : 

Your committee of Masonic Jurisprudence have had under 
consideration the matters referred to them, and submit the 
following report : 

We have examined the several decisions of the M. E. Grand 
Master, as set forth in his address, and approve the same as 
therein set forth, except in the following instances : 

1st. In voting for admission into the Order, your commit- 
tee think that every member present should be required to 
cast his ballot or be excused therefrom by a vote of the Com- 
mandery. 

2d. In regard to the question of what should constitute a 
quorum, as referred to your committee, and as appears in the 
Missouri controversy, they are of the opinion that, when not 
otherwise determined by some express constitutional provision, a 
quorum, in any Masonic body composed principally of dele- 
gates from constituent bodies, should require at least a ma- 
jority of all its constituents to be represented therein ; and 
that this rule should apply to this Grand Encampment as 
well as to the several Grand Commanderies. 

[Subsequently, approval of this recommendation was re- 
considered, and the propositions laid on the table. — G. Beg.] 
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In regard to propositions for amendment of the Constitution 
of the Grand Encampment limiting the term of service of the 
officers of the Grand Encampment, and defining what should 
constitute a quorum herein, your committee ask to be dis- 
charged from their further consideration. While they fully 
appreciate the importance of these two subjects, they think

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Your Committee believe that, should it be placed in the 
order of its conferring, after the Bed Gross and before the 
Order of the Temple, we should thereby give new cause of 
offense to those Sir Knights who have been accustomed to 
practice after the old and familiar manner; and be the means 
of introducing new difficulties, and disturbing the harmony 
which should ever be cultivated in our asylums. 

Your Committee, therefore, recommend that Art. II. Sec. 2, 
of the General Eegulations be amended, by adding, after the 
words " Knight Templar," the words " and Knight of Malta."

AMENDMENT PROPOSED AS TO TITLES. 

Sir John 1ST. McJilton, of Maryland, from a Se- 
lect Committee, submitted report, as follows : 

The committee to whom was referred so much of the Ad- 
dress of the Most Eminent Grand Master as relates to the 
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proceedings of the joint committee of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States and the Grand Encampment of Ohio, 
respectfully report that the five resolutions of the said joint 
committee alluded to in the address are as follows : 

1. Resolved, As the unanimous opinion of this Joint Committee^that 
the sole and entire jurisdiction and government of the Orders of Knight- 
hood, within the civil jurisdiction of the United States and the Territo- 
ries and Districts thereof, belongs to and are properly exercised by the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, until State, District, or Terri- 
torial Grand Encampments or Commanderies shall have been duly estab- 
lished by authority of the said Grand Encampment of the United States; 
and that thenceforward such jurisdiction and government, within the 
designated geographical limits, devolve, in all their entirety, upon such 
local Grand Encampments or equivalent bodies, and are properly exer- 
cised by them, subject to the provisions of the Constitution of the Na- 
tional Grand Encampment; and that no change in the Constitution of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States, interfering with the pow- 
ers of State Grand Encampments or Commanderies, or adding to the 
powers of the National Grand Body, ought to be made until such change 
shall have been approved by a majority of State Grand Bodies. 

2. Resolved, That it is the sense of this Joint Committee, after frater- 
nal communication and consultation, that while every means should be 
adopted by the National Grand Body, to forward the interests and pre- 
serve and defend the authority of the State Grand Commanderies, it is 
also the duty of all State Bodies to unite in a cordial support of the Grand 
Encampment, in obedience to its Constitution, until lawfully changed, 
and in upholding it as the representative of Chivalric Masonry in the 
United States of America. 

3. Resolved, That it be recommended to amend Section 3 of Article 1 of 
the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of the United States, so as to 
provide — "The style and designation of the Grand Master is 'Most Emi- 
nent;' that of the other officers 4 Right Eminent;'" and that correspond- 
ing changes be made in the designation of the officers of State Grand 
Commanderies. 

4. Resolved, That it be recommended to amend Article 2 of Section 2 of 
General Regulations, by adding thereto as follows : — " 3d, Knights of 
Malta " — which Article, as so amended, will read : " The rule of succes- 
sion in conferring the Orders of Knighthood shall be as follows : — 1st, 
Knight of the Red Cross; 2d, Knight of Templar; 3d, Knight of Malta." 

5. Resolved, That the Chairman of this Joint Committee be requested 
to cause the action of the Committee to be printed, and early dissemina- 
ted among the Order in the United States, and that he be requested to 
send a printed copy to each member of the Committee. 



The first two of the resolutions are but a reiteration of the 
character, jurisdiction and duties of the Grand Encampment 
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of the United States and of the Grand Commanderies of the 
States. The matter of the fourth resolution relating to " the 
rule of succession in conferring of the Orders," has been sub- 
mitted to another committee. 

The subject, therefore, claiming the consideration of the 
present committee is that presented in the third resolution, 
as follows : 

" Resolved, That it be recommended to amend Section 3 of Article 1 of 
the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of the United States, so as to 
provide—" The style and designation of the Grand Master is 'Most Emi- 
nent;' that of the other officers 'Right Eminent;'" and that correspond- 
ing changes be made in the designation of the officers of State Grand 
Gommanderies." 

The committee respectfully submit the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Constitution of the Grand Encampment be amended 
in conformity with the foregoing as specified in the third resolution, the 
matter of the fourth resolution being under consideration on recommen- 
dation of another committee.

We have examined the books, entries and vouchers of the 
V. E. Grand Treasurer, and fiud all correct; and that vouch- 
ers were found for all payments for which vouchers could be 
given. 
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The aggregate of amounts received from the V. E. Grand 
Becorder, is $1,491.75; from interest on loans and other 
sources, $181.58— making $1,678.33, which, with the balance 
in his hands at last report of $2,447.39, makes the sum total 
of $4,125.72. 

We find that the disbursements amount to $1,180.60 — 
leaving in his hands, at the present time, $2,945.12. 

In connection with the V. E. Grand Treasurer's report, 
your committee have examined the M. E. Grand Master's 
accounts relative to his "contingent fund," and find the same 
correct, and vouchers presented for accompaning amounts. 

His expenditures amount to $150.75, which, deducted from 
amount in his hands at last report ($169.41), leaves still in 
his possession $18.66, which, added to the balance in hands 
of V. E. Grand Treasurer, shows the amount of available 
fluids in the Grand Treasury $2,963.78. 

Your committee have also examined the V. E. Grand Re- 
corder's accounts and vouchers, and find them correct, and 
that he has received for dues, dispensations, &c, the sum of 
$1,491.75; and that the expenses incurred in the discharge 
of his official duties amount to $67.96, which your committee 
recommend be paid by this Grand Encampment by an order 
on the V. E. Grand Treasurer. 

We have also presented to us a bill for printing 500 copies 
of the Ritual service, amounting to $54, which was author- 
ized by the M. E. Grand Master, and we recommend its pay- 
ment by an order on the V. E. Grand Treasurer. 

In accordance with the M. E. Grand Master's address rela- 
tive to Damascus Gommandery at Keokuk, Iowa, we would 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That, in accordance with the recommendation of the M. E. 
Grand Master, the fee for the Dispensation of Damascus Commandery at 
Keokuk, in the State of Iowa, be paid over to the Grand Commandery 
of the State of Iowa, and that an order therefor, in the sum of |90, be 
ordered upon the Grand Treasurer, payable to the representative of said 
Grand Commandery to the Grand Encampment.

Sir Azariah T. Piebsok, of Minnesota, Y. 
Em. Grand Oaptain-General, submitted for consid- 
eration propositions as follows, which, on motion 
of Sir Knight O'Suluvan, was laid on the table : 

Resolved, That the M. Em. Grand Master be and is hereby 
empowered to appoint Sir Knight TaL P. Shaffher , of Kentucky, 
under such title as he may deem proper, for the purpose of

The question being on agreeing to recommenda- 
tion of the committee, Sir Knight Munger, of 
Kentucky, moved to strike therefrom the words 
" Philadelphia, in the State of Pennsylvania," and 
insert " St. Louis, in the State of Missouri;" which 
amendment prevailed, and as amended the report 
of the committee was adopted. 

An ineffectual motion had been made by Sir 
Knight Oudworth to insert " Detroit, in the State 
of Michigan." 

AMENDMENT OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Sir Knight Ranuey, of Illinois, called up the 
special order to add the words "and Knighta of 
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Malta," after the words " Knights Templar*" in last 
line of paragraph 2, Sect. 2, General Regulations, 
Art. 4, Const. Gr. Enc., (p. 94, 1862,) which was 
so amended by a constitutional vote, and that par- 
agraph now reads : 

2. The rale of succession in conferring the orders of Knight- 
hood shall be as follows : 

1. Knight of the Eed Cross; 2. Knight Templar and Knight 
of Malta. 

TEMPLAR DRILL. 

Sir Habmabt G. Keynolds, of Illinois, moved 
that the thanks of the Grand Encampment is 
hereby extended to Sir Orrin Welch, of New 
York, for the satisfactory manner in which the 
Templar Drill, exemplified by him, was conducted, 
and that the drill has the approval of this Grand 
Body. 

Sir Knight Hacker, of Indiana, moved that 
the portion as to approval be laid on the table. 

On explanation that the approval of the drill 
was not adopting it or making it obligatory on 
State Oommanderies or immediate Subordinates, 
the motion was adopted without opposition. 

AS TO TITLES — "EIGHT" AND "VERY EMINENT." 

The amendment as suggested by Joint Commit- 
tee of Grand Enc. TJ. S. and Grand Enc. of Ohio, 
and recommended by Select Committee, of which 
Sir Knight McJiltok of Md. is Chairman, now 
the special order, was taken up ; providing in Sec. 
3, Art. I. of the Constitution of the Grand Enc. of 
TJ* S., so as to read : " The style and designation of 
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the Grand Master is ' Most Eminent/ that of the 
other officers ' Bight Eminent ;' also, that corres- 
ponding changes be made in the designation of the 
officers of State Grand Commanderies." 

Pending its consideration, M. Em. Grand Mas- 
ter, Sir Knight French, proposed change of title 
of "The Grand Encampment" to "The Grand 
Conclave" (of Knights Templar of the TJ. S.). 
Disagreed to. 

The report and proposed amendment were laid 
on the table. 

INSTALLATION. 

Sir Heutby L. Palmer, of Wisconsin, M. Em. 
Grand Master elect of the Grand Encampment of 
the U. S., was then installed by his predecessor, 
Sir Knight Benjamin Brown Erench, and was 
proclaimed Grand Master, who responded in a few 
pertinent remarks. 

Past Grand Master Sir Knight Erenoh, at re- 
quest of M. Em. Grand Master, installed the 
remaining Grand Officers elect, who repaired to 
their respective offices of duty. 

MOTION TO AMEND CONSTITUTION. 

Sir William S. Gardner, E. Em. Dep. Grand 
Master, moved that the Grand Constitution be 
amended, wherever the title "The Grand Encamp- 
ment of Knights Templar of the United States" 
occurs, so as to read: "The Grand Conclave of 
Knights Templar of the United States;" and wher- 
ever the words "State Grand Oommaudery or 
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Grand Commanderies" occur, so as to read, re- 
spectively, "State Grand Encampment, or State 
Grand Encampments." 

This proposed amendment lies over, and will be 
in order for consideration at the next stated meet- 
ing (at St. Louis in 1868), where a concurring vote 
of two-thirds shall be necessary to adopt it. 

SECRETARIAT FUND. 

On motion of Sir Knight Erench, Past Grand 
Master, the Grand Recorder was authorized to 
draw on the Grand Treasurer for two hundred 
dollars, to meet contingent expenses of the Secre- 
tariat, during the recess of the Grand Encamp- 
ment. Which was adopted. 

The Grand Recorder was further ordered to 
have printed such a number of copies of the pro- 
ceedings of this Grand Convocation, as he may 
deem necessary, to cause suitable distribution of a 
portion of the same, and to draw upon the Grand 
Treasurer for necessary expenses therefor. 

The Grand Recorder then read minutes of pro- 
ceedings, and they being approved, and no other 
business appearing, The Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the TJ. S. closed in harmony, 
to meet in Triennial session in the City of St. Louis, 
Missouri, on the third Tuesday of September, A. 
5868, A. O. 750.

In April, 1814, Charters were issued by the Pennsylvania organization to 
Eising Sun Enc, at New York; to No. 1, at Philadelphia; to No. 2, 
at Pittsburg. 2d of May, at Baltimore, Maryland, No. 3, 16th Feb. 
1816, at Philadelphia, 9th June 1819, and No. 4, at Philadelphia. This 
Gr. Enc. became dormant. 

In 1826, DeWitt Clinton, for Gr. Enc. U S., issued a Disp. to Enc. at 
Harrisburgh. 

July 26th, 1826— Enc. at Elmira, N. Y., divided itself and granted autho- 
rity to Towanda Encampment at Bradford, Pa., (the Pennsylvania re- 
cord of which is,) " We were in union with them, as a branch, so long 
as they proceeded agreeable to ancient usages to confer the Order of 
K. Templar, Knights of Malta, and of the Mediterranean Pass and of 
the Red Cross."

REPORT OF GRAND RECORDER. 



The detailed statements made in the Triennial Communication of M. 
Em. Grand Master French will obviate more special allusion to the busi- 
ness of this office relative to Commanderies IT. D. applying for charters. 

I respectfully note attention to duties as follows : 

EEGISTEE OF OOMMANDBEIES. 

I have complied with the requisition in No. 5, Sec. 5, Art. 1 of the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Encampment, to keep a " Book of Templar Ma- 
sonry." In the series of books I have, to the extent of the means I could 
reach, opened a 

A. REGISTER OF COMMANDERIES, 

giving the date of issuing of every warrant for a Grand or Subordinate 
Commandery, granted by authority of the Grand Encampment since its 
origin. 

In this series, as directed, I include the roll of officers of the Grand 
Conclave of the Royal Exalted, Religious and Military Order of Masonic 
Knights Templar in England and Wales. 

On the 13th May, 1864, Sir Knight William Stuart, was re-elected for 
three years Most Eminent and Supreme Grand Master. 

Sir Knight Col. George A. Vernon, is Very High and Em. Dep. G. Master. 

There are twenty-eight Very Eminent Provincial Grand Commanders, 
having authority within England and Wales and the colonial dependen- 
cies of the British Crown. 

Sir Knight, the Right Hon. Lord Londesborough, of the Ancient York 
Conclave of Redington, held from time immemorial in the city of York, 
and now holden in the borough of Kingston-upon-Hull, is Grand Sene- 
schal; Sir Knight W. R. Harvey, Grand Prior; Sir Knight Rev. Edward 
Moore, Grand Prelate ; Sir Knight John Halsey Law, Grand Chancellor. 

The Grand Encampment and the Templar headquarters having been 
removed from Great Queen street, the Chancellerie is at Masonic Union, 
No. 14, Bedford Row, Holborn, London, and communications for the 
Grand Conclave are to be forwarded to Sir Knight M. H. Shuttleworth, 
Grand Vice Chancellor. 
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Grand Registrar is Sir Knight D. H. Stone. There is a large number of 
other officers' names on the roll. 

This Supreme body of Knights Templars has appointed as its represen- 
tative to the M. E. General Grand Encampment of the United States, that 
Worthy Frater, Sir Knight James Alexander Henderson of Kingston, 
Canada West. 

The Register contains the title of ninety-six Encampments, date of 
warrant, where stationed, time of holding, and Eminent Commander of 
each, on the roll of the Grand Conclave of England and Wales. 

PROVINCIAL GRAND CONCLAVE OF CANADA. 

The Register contains the list of officers recently chosen of the Provin- 
cial Grand Conclave of Canada— Sir Knight Col. W. J. Bury McLeod 
Moore, Very Em. Provincial Grand Commander. 

The courteous communication of Sir Knight T. Douglas Harrington is 
on file. 

B. A REGISTER OF MEMBERSHIP. 

The series of MSS. books I have prepared contain the roll of officers of 
the Grand Encampment, with their terms of service, &c, since the origin 
of the same. 

I am seeking to collect and preserve in this department suitable bio- 
graphical memoranda of those who signalized the occasion of holding 
these eminent stations by eminent service to Masonry at large, and to 
the Templar cause. 

The requirement to keep up "the roll of officers and members of 
each Grand and Subordinate Commandery, now working under the juris- 
diction of the Grand Encampment, with all the current changes resulting 
from removals, dismissions, suspensions, expulsions and deaths," is a task 
of magnitude, and will be pursued to attainable completion in its full 
particulars, if the Grand Encampment directs by suitable provisions. 
In the meantime, I have made considerable progress by continuous re- 
search, and by correspondence, to form a reliable roll of officers of Grand 
Commanderies, from the date of the organization of each. 

Printed proceedings of early date cannot be had, and I have had a 
blank printed, and design pursuing this investigation already commenced, 
by having Grand Recorders in each State fill up and report to this office 
these statistics. 

The roll of officers is quite extensive, without undertaking the names 
of members, supposing them to be required, as the provision is, " the roll 
of officers and members of each Grand Commandery." 

The series contains a record of Commanderies working immediately 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Encampment, with list of officers of 
each. 
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The plan deemed proper to preserve statistics of the members of these 
immediate subordinates! is, to have an alphabetical register of their 
names, with the statistics, as famished by annual returns, appended to 
each name, leaving room for additions and corrections. 

An alphabetic register is opened of names of Grand officers of Grand 
Enc. U. S., from its origin, with breif masonic memoranda. 

C. HISTORICAL DATA. 

A further requirement of the Grand Recorder, is, to secure data to 
illustrate the history of Templar Masonry in the U. S. 

I am aided in this by the spirited activities of masonic writers in sev- 
eral States, viz : Sir Wm. Sewall Gardner, Mass. ; Sir Moses Dodge, Me. ; 
Sir Alfred Creigh, Pa. 

The collecting and binding in orderly volumes the proceedings of the 
Grand Encampment and of the State Grand Commanderies is progress- 
ing, and will furnish a treasury of information for reference. 

It is desirable, however, that from time to time a historical paper 
should appear in our triennial publications, and in a smaller tract, for 
wider distribution. 

Imperfect as these may now be, I propose publication of the record 
thus far, that corrections and additions may be made to render it full 
and complete.

FULL DRESS. — Black frock coat, black pantaloons, scarf, sword, belt, 
shoulder straps, gauntlets and chapeau, with appropriate trimmings. 

FATIGUE DRESS.— Same as full dress, except for chapeau a black cloth 
cap, navy form, with appropriate cross in front, and for gauntlets white 
gloves. 




Scarf.— Five inches wide in the whole, of white, bordered with black 
one. inch on either side, a strip of navy lace one-fourth of an inch wide, 
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at the inner edge of the black. On the front centre of the scarf, a metal 
star of nine points, in allusion to the nine founders of the Temple Order, 
inclosing the Passion Cross, surrounded by the Latin motto, "In hoc Signo 
Vincesrthe star to be three and three-quarter inches in diameter. The 
scarf to be worn from the right shoulder to the left hip, with the ends 
extending six inches below the point of intersection. 




Chapeau. — The military ohapeau, trimmed with black binding, one 
white and two black plumes, and appropriate cross on the left side. 




Gauntlets. — Of buff leather, the flap to extend four inches upward 
from the wrist, and to have the appropriate cross embroidered in gold, on 
the proper colored velvet, two inches in length. 

Sword.— Thirty-four to forty inches, inclusive of scabbard, helmet 
head, cross handle, and metal scabbard. 

Belt. — Bed enameled or patent leather, two inches wide, fastened 
round the body with buckle or clasp. 




Shoulder Straps. — For Grand Master and Past Grand Masters of the 
Grand Encampment. — Royal purple silk velvet, two inches wide by four 
inches long, (outside measurement) bordered with two rows of embroid- 
ery, of gold, three-eighths of an inch wide ; Cross of Salem embroidered, 
of gold, in the centre, lengthwise. 
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For all other Grand Officers of the Grand Encampment — The same as the 
Grand Master, except for the Cross of Salem, the Patriarchal Cross, of 
gold, with the initials of the office respectively, embroidered, of silver, 
(ttl* CitflUf t> Character!,) at the foot of the cross, narrow-wise of the 
strap. 




For the Officers and Poet Grand Officers of the Grand Commandery.— Bright 
red silk velvet, two inches wide by four inches long, bordered with one 
row of embroidery, of gold, quarter of an inch wide ; Templar's Cross, • 
of gold, with the initials of the office respectively, to be embroidered, 
(ttlfc Gngliffc Cfcaractrrf,) in silver, on the lower end of the strap. 




For the Commanders and Past Commanders of a Subordinate Commandery. — 
Emerald green silk velvet, one and a half inches wide by four inches 
long, bordered with one row of embroidery, of gold, quarter of an inch 
wide; the Passion Cross, with a halo, embroidered, of silver, in the 
centre. 




For the Generalissimo. — Same as the Commander, except for the Passion 
Cross, the Square, surmounted with the Paschal Lamb. 
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For the Captain General.— Same as the Commander, except for the Pas - 
sion Cross, the Level, surmounted with the Cock. 




Cap. — Navy form ; black cloth, four to five inches high, narrow leather 
strap fastened at the sides with small metal Templars Cross, and with 
appropriate cross in front. 

Distinctions. — The Sir Knights will wear the white metal, wherever 
metal appears. Commanders and Past Commanders, Grand and Past 
Grand Officers, gold. 

Crosses. — Sir Knights, Commanders and Past Commanders of Subor- 
dinate Commanderies will wear the Passion Cross; Grand and Past 
Grand Officers of State Commanderies, the Templar Cross ; Grand and 
Past Grand Officers of the Grand Encampment, the Patriarchal Cross ; 
the Grand Master, and Past Grand Masters of the Grand Encampment, 
the Cross of Salem, which is the Patriarchal Cross, with an additional 
bar in the centre. 

The various crosses, as designated, to he worn on the outside of the 
chapeau, aud on the scabbard of the sword. These on chapeau to be 
three inches in height ; on the sword, one inch. 

Hangings for Jewels.— The hangings for Grand and Subordinate 
Commanderies may remain as at present. 

Grand Standard. — Is of white woollen or silk stuff, six feet in height 
and five feet in width, made tripartite at the bottom, fastened at the top 
to the cross-bar by nine rings ; in the centre of the field, a blood-red Pas* 
sion Cross, over which is the motto, "In hoc Signo Vinces," and under, 
"Non nobis Domine ! non nobis sed Nomini two da Gloriam ! " The cross to be 
four feet high, and the upright and bar to be seven inches wide. On the 
top of the staff, a gilded globe or ball, four inches in diameter, surmount- 
ed by the Patriarchal Cross, twelve inches in height. The cross to be 
crimson, edged with gold. 

Beauseant. — Of woolen or silk stuff, same form and dimensions as the 
Grand Standard, and suspended in the same manner. The upper half of 
this banner is black, the lower half white. 

Prelate's Robes. — A full white linen or muslin robe, open behind, 
reaching down within six inches of the feet, fastened around the neck 
below the cravat, which should be white, and having flowing sleeves 
reaching to the middle of the hand. A white wollen cloak, lined with 
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white, fastened around the neck, and extending down to the bottom of 
the robe; on the left front, a red velvet Templar Cross, six inches in 
width. A blue silk stole, reaching down in front to within six inches of 
the bottom of the robe, and having on it three Templar Crosses of red 
silk. Mitre of white merino, bordered with gold, lined with green, hav- 
ing the red Templar Cross extendingto the edges, and surmounted by a 
Passion Cross three inches high. The special badge of his office is a 
Crozier.
